The immediate objective, of course, it to put a 
stop to these rumbles and mass vandalism. Meanwhile, 
the question puzzling most people is what caused the 
principles and morals of some of our youth to degen- 
erate to near animal level. Recognizing the problem 
comes much easier than its solution. However, of all 
the factors involved, I am convinced one of the most 
damaging is the false teaching which tends to blame 
society for all the frustrations, woes, and inconveni- 
ences, real or imaginary, visited upon our young people. 
Teenagers, and their parents, have been subjected to 
a foolhardy theory which convens rebellious conduct 
against authority, law and order, or any regulatory 
measures which restrict their whims, wishes, desires, 
and activities. This asonishing belief has spread into the 
schoolroom, the living room, the courtroom, and now 
into the streets of our Nation in the form of wild, drun- 
ken brawls, 

No doubt, society has failed our youth, but not 
in the way many seen to think. Rather ,the dereliction 
has been in the failure to teach'them the meaning of 
discipline, restraint, self-respect, and respect for law 
and order and the rights of others. Consequently, the 
lesson now is both painful and costly.

Instead Of Wasting Or Hoardi ing It! 


are designed to give com- 
plete flood protection to the 
entire basin from all storms 
up to and including those 
as great as occur only once 
in ten years. If greater 
storms occur, flooding will 
be minimized, and excess 
water will be removed ra- 
pidly. 

Local interests must na- 
turally construct necessary 
secondary canals, pumps, 
atc., to get rid of excess wa- 
ver into Canal 43. 

The new spillway at 
Moore Haven will approxi- 
mately double the capacity

A $42 million program to 
provide year-round water 
control in the Caloosahat- 
chee River basin, west of 
Lake Okeechobee, has pas- 
sed the half-way mark af- 
ter more than four years of 
construction. 

The River (also known 
as Canal 43) is being wid- 
ened, deepened and straig- 
htened to serve a 1,233- 
square-mile basin area, ac- 
cording to C. A. (Mutt) 
‘Thomas of Lake Harbor, 
member of the Governing 
Board of the Central and 


Southern Florida Flood Con” 


trol District. The basin in- 
cludes most of Glades, Hen- 
dry and Lee Counties. 

“The life and growth of 
tens of thousands of acres 
of new citrus and- other 
agricultural crops now be- 
ing planted in Hendry 
County, for example, will 
be sustained and aided by 
the River project," Thomas 
said. 

Improved irrigation sup 
plies and badly needed 
flood protection are both 
primary objectives. In ad- 
dition, the Project will 
make available a much im- 
proved western outlet for 
regulation of Lake Okeecho- 
bee by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 


The largest dam in south 
Florida was completed in 
the past year at Olga at a 
cost of $3.6 million. This 
structure (designated S-79) 
stretches 340 feet across 
the river. It brings Lake 
Okeechobee in effect to the 
doorstep of Ft. Myers. Prime 
function of the structure is 
to eliminate salt water in- 
trusion upstream of Olga. 
The dam also functions as a 
spillway when its gates are 
opened, and it is equipped 
with a navigation lock mea 
suring 400 by 56 feet. 

In the past, the Caloosa- 
hatchee River has been sal- 
ty and tidal as far upstream 
as the spillway and lock 
structure (S-78) at Ortona, 
about ten miles east of La 
Belle. = 

Earlier in 1965, the River 
freshened upstream of the 
S-79 structure, and river 
water was being used for 
irrigation for the first time 
between Olga and Ortona. 

Initial epnstruction of the 
Caloosahatchee Project was 
started in April, 1961, near 
Ft, Myers, Since then, dred- 
ging of the River has pro- 
ceeded upstream under one 
large contract after anoth- 
er. 


The total job involves 
widening and deeping the 
channel for 43.8 miles from 
Beautiful Island to Spi 
way S-77 at Moore Haven. 
In addition to construction 
of the new dam at Olga, 


-the Ortona spillway has 


«been modified. "Two spill- 
way gates were added at 
Ortona giving that facility 
a total of four gates. An- 
other spillway is vod 
under construction at 


In 1958, the Corps esti- 
mated that total initial costs 
of the Caloosahatchee Riv- 
er improvements, would be 
$36,254,000, but recent FCD 
and Corps re-estimates in- 
dicate the final cost may be 
closer'to $42,000,000. 

The entire River project 
should be completed in late 
1968, according to Ed Dail, 
Executive Director of the 
Flood Control District. This 
timetable of course, as- 


Lake Okeechobee into the 
Caloosahatchee River. In 
the past, the Corps has been 
able to discharge water only 
through the boat lock at 
Moore Haven. 

There will be times when 
the River will be so full of 
run-off from the great Ba- 
sin that capacity for Lake 
Okeechobee water will be 
restricted. However. if a 
storm occurs that is so great 
that the River is filled from 
the Basin, it will be only 
a matter of a few days be- 
fore substantia] releases can 
be started from the Lake if 
needed. 

The River project is key- 
ed to other major elements 
of the 18-county Flood Con- 
trol District. For example, 
the.plan is coordinated with 
the enlargement of and ex- 
tension of the Herbert Hoo-

Haven under an $825,000 
contract. 

The FCD is the agency re- 
sponsible “for all local co- 
operation in the Caloosa- 
hatchee Project, and the 


District provides all neces- 
sary lands, easements and 
spoil areas needed for con- 
struction. 

The Army Corps of En- 
gineers, however, will re- 
lain permanent jurisdiction 
over the River, It is a part 
of the Okeechobee Water- 
way, the federal navigation 
channel between Ft. Myers 
on the Gulf, and Stuart on 
the Atlantic Ocean, 

After completion of all 
work, the United States will 
permanently operate and 
maintain the waterway and 
the structures on it. Land 
titles obtained by the FCD 
are turned over to the 
United States in this pro- 
ject; but the District has 
been working closely with 
the Corps in planning the 
design and construction 
work. 


sumes that appropmations 
from state and federal gov- 
ernments continue at ne- 
cessary levels. 

In capacity the River chan 
nel is being approximately 
doubled in size. At Ortona, 
prior to improvements, the 
River under "bank full" 
conditions could carry a 
maximum of 8,000 cubic 
feet of water per second. 
7his is 3,600,000 gallons oer 
minute. But this caused con- 
siderable flooding. Under 
the improved conditions, 
the River at Ortnoa will 
carry 10 per cent more wa- 
ter but at a level well 
down within-the banks with 
no flood conditions. 

Downstream of the Olga 
Dam, near Ft. Myers, the 
capacity of the River is be- 
ing increased from 8,000 to 
40,000 cubic feet per se- 
cond. The new discharge 
capacity amounts to 18,000, 
000 gallons per minute. 

While vast portions of the 
Caloosahatchee Basin have 
been flooded repeatedly in 
the past, the improvements 


ver Dike around Lake Okee- 
chobee. Water storage cap- 
acity of the Lake will be 
vastly increased when the 
dike is finished, expected 
within the next three years. 
Th River and Lake improve- 
ments are also keyed to the 
$35 million program under- 
way in the 5-county Kissi- 
mmee River Basin north of 
the Lake. The Kissimmee 
and its tributary lake areas 
provide the main source of 
water flowing into Lake 
Okeechobee. 

Boats of 5% foot draft 
will be able to nayigate year 
round from the Lake north 
97 miles on the new Kissim- 
mee Waterway all.the way 
to the city of Kissimmee. 

Latest plans for future 
Lake regulation call for le- 
vels fluctating between 15.5 
feet and 16.4 feet (above 
mean sea level), In addition 
after the hurricane season- 
if water is, available — 
stages in the Lake will be 
permitted to rise to el 
tion 17.5 feet to provide ad- 
ditional water supply and 
irrigation benefits. 

Executive Director Dail 
explained that discharge of 
excess water out the Cal- 
oosahatchee River and out 
the St. Lucie Canal should 
be significantly reduced af- 
ter the higher lake stages 
are reached. The Corps pre- 
sently regulates Lake Okee- 
chobee on a schedule fluct- 
uating seasonally between 
levels of 13 and 15.5 feet 
(above mean sea level) 

As of June 30, 1964, a to- 
tal of $14,627,227 in feder- 
al, state and local revenues 
had been invested in Cal- 
oosahatchee River improve- 
ments. This included $10.7 
million for construction and 
$3.9 million for land ac- 
quisition, re-locations, and 
related state and local costs 
The United States had paid 
almost $8.6 million of the 
construction expense 

Since theh, major con- 
struction contracts have in- 
cluded: (1) dredging of the 
River from Denaud to La 
Belle, a two-year job start- 
ed in December, 1964, cost,

$2,168,000; (2) the new spill 
way at Moore Haven, start- 
ed in February, 1965, and 
due to be completed in June 
1966, cost $824,963; (3) wi- 
dening and deepening the 
River from La Belle to Or- 
tona, a two-year contract, 


awarded in July, 1965, cost- 


$1,502,340. 

The city of Ft. Myers is 
looking to the Caloosahat- 
chee River for fresh water 
supplies. Water tables there 
have been declining in re- 
cent years. Problems in the 
city wellfield have report- 
edly been growing serious. 
Tt is predicted that the pre- 
sent year-round residential 
population of 29,000 will 
double in the coming decade 
One engineer, Jose Ignacio 


Garcia Bengochea (of the 
engineering firm of Black, 
Crow and Eidsness), testi- 
fied to the Corps of Engi- 
neers that a new source of 
water “must be found” for 
Ft. Myers; that “the Cal- 
oosahatchee is the logical 
source.” He predicted a city 
demand of 9.76 million gal- 


lons daily by 1970 and 20 
million gallons daily by 
1980. 

Early records of flooding 
in the Caloosahatchee Rive: 
Basin are scanty, but it is 
known that serious flooding 
ocurred in 1924, 1926, 1928, 
1930, 1936, 1945, 1947, 1948 
1951, and 1953, 

The 1947, rainfall was 
exceptionally heavy through

out the year. Annual totals 
included 73.83 inghes at La 
Belle and 71.25 inches at 
Moore Haven. Those a- 
mounts exceeded the annual 
normals of 49.28 inches at 

Belle and 49.95 inches 
at Moore Haven by almost 

percent. Hurricanes of 
September 17 and October 


11 brought additional in- 
tense rainfall to the area & 
resulted in the most severe 
flood of recent record in the 
basin. Lowlands along the 
River were overflowed, and 
flooding of the poorly drain 
ed lands away from the Ri- 
ver persisted for weeks. 
Considerable flooding was 
experienced in Moore Hav- 
en as well as La Belle where

houses and streets were 
flooded and septic tanks in- 
operative. The frequency of 
that flood is estimated as 
one in 20 years.

The flood of 1948 was 
somewhat less severe than 
than of 1947, although the 
peak stage of 15.4 feet at 
lower Moore Haven gage 
was the highest of record 
since removal of the old 
lock system. Conditions 
were aggravated by the 
hurricane of September 21- 
22 which brought about ten 
inches of rainfall t9-the ba- 
sin. The resulting flooding 
was general over the en 
basin, but the duration way 
less than that of 1947. The 
frequency of that flood is 
estimated as one in ten 
years. 

Future benefits of the im- 
proved Calosatchchee have 
been predicted at ap aver- 
age of $1.7 million per year. 
This includes $970,000 per 
year in reduction of flood 
damages; $535,000 per year 
in additional land develop- 
ment; and $232,000 in re- 
duction of drought damages
